AN EARLY EDISON K I NETOSCOPE 

Has the motion-picture replaced the hand-organ in the traditional pose? It is dif- 
ficult to tell what the monkey is doing in this early photograph of an Edison Peep-hole 
Kinetoscope. True, it was a coin-operated device, but the money went into the mechanism! 

Edison had begun working on motion pictures in 1889, and had within a couple of 
years established a 35mm film size that became standard. Using the celluloid strips 
made by George Eastman, Edison had manufactured 25 of these machines by 1893, but not 
soon enough for the Chicago World's Fair. By early 1894, however, the flickering images 
(at 16 fps), were aglow in an amusement arcade in New York City. The device, sometimes 
powered by Crowdus Batteries, sold for about $250.00 and the 50-foot strips for about 
$15.00. Another two years and Edison began to project his movies and thus began a whole 
new world of entertainment.

Answer: Although the Edison 
Company began cutting Diamond 
Disc masters as early as 1910, 
the actual machine was not 
announced until late 1912. 
One of the very first demon- 
strations was held on December 
10, 1912, at the Hotel Seneca 
in Rochester, New York. The 
first machines were in the 
"A" series, from 150 to 450. 
Edison disc machine model num- 
bers generally reflected the 
price in dollars.

number of the Blue Amberol; it should read 5041, and not 
50141. This discography lists recording dates and many 
fascinating details about recording sessions, both for the 
records and the rolls. Some tantalizing rolls have never 
been found, especially those on Rythmodik, like Mirandy 
and Rain Song. 

It is difficult to convey the sheer exuberance of these 
two marvelous performers. Anyone who has seen Eubie perform 
even at the age of ninety, knows how irrepressible he is . 

But this book is a marvel itself, and one can almost hear 
dancing and singing from the pages. One can even see ex- 
cerpts from one of the earliest sound films ever made (by 
Lee de Forest), in 1923, which featured Sissle and Blake, 
some four years before The Jazz Singer. This film still 
exists and was shown last year by the Yesteryear Museum, 
through the courtesy of Maurice Zouary. 

Anyone who is interested in the history of music in 
America, or the development of Ragtime, or the progress of 
the American Musical, will be gladdened by this beautifully 
printed book. Considering the huge number of pictures and 
rare illustrations, as well as its size (about a foot high 
and 255 pages), it is reasonably priced at $12.95, and may 
be obtained from your local bookstore or from the publish- 
ers, Viking Press, 625 Madison Avenue, New York, N.Y. 10022. 
It has already become a valued addition to the library at 
APM. 



The B-80 Model, which 
originally sold for $80.00, 
was announced on January 7, 
1915. It had a combination 
worm-gear drive and leather 
belt. I doubt that your ma- 
chine is walnut, since most 
were made of mahogany or oak. 
The dimensions of the cabinet 
should be 17" high, 18*2" wide 
and 24*2" deep . All metal parts 
were nickel-plated and the SM 
stands for "spring - motor." 
This machine was discontinued 
on May 21, 1915. 



Over 800,000 Diamond Disc 
machines were sold between 
1912 and 1929, and many were 
kept in production for several 
years. Since the B-80 was made 
for only five months, it is 
relatively rare. But the same 
short fate met other B Models 
like the 150, 200, 250, and 
375.

We nr© glad to announce that we have a 
winner in our contest to find the oldest 
Edison Spring Motor Phonograph (See APM, 
November 1973) . Mr. Wallace Wood of Glendale, 
California has a machine with the serial 
number #4547. The top of the machine was 
taken from the North American Electric (Class 
M) phonograph, and the spring motor was 
supplied by the U. S. Phonograph Co. of 
Newark, N. J. Mr. Wood's machine, and all 
very early Edison Spring Phonos, will have 
the nickeled plate with the U. S. name, as 
well as the crank. The governor weights are 
balls, rather then cylinders. Mr. Wood's 
machine was apparently sold by the Kansas 
Phonograph Co., whose patents the U. S. Co. 
bought. The Ohio Phonograph Co. was selling 
a spring-motor phonograph as early as January 
1895, with the motor supplied by U. S. Phono, 
but this seems to have been a different 
mechanism than the one supplied to the legi- 
timate Edison Phonos in the Spring of 1896. 
U. S. Phono's business was bought by Edison 
in late 1897, and the rights to Capp's 
spring-motor was thus transferred.

PRESERVATION OF 
PRINTED MATERIAL 

The problem of preservation of materials 
pertaining to the history of the phonograph 
is an important one. Several times we have 
mentioned problems connected with the sur- 
vival of records, but the preservation of 
printed material is equally important, 
such as catalogs, record releases, adver- 
tisements, diaries, broadsides, pictures. 



Most papers manufactured today, unless 
they are specifically marked "acid-free," 
contain various elements which will eventu- 
ally cause their own decay, such as brittle- 
ness, yellowing, weakening of fibers, etc. 
This particularly applies to papers made 
after 1875 when wood pulp was generally used 
throughout the United States for mass -mar- 
keted paper. Prior to this, most paper was 
made from rags and cloth fibers. 

Up to now, the only answer was to take 
the book apart and soak it in a special bath 
to deacidify the paper. But there has re- 
cently been developed a non-aqueous solu- 
tion in an aerosol spray which may be used 
directly on the paper without any dismantling. 



The solution is manufactured by Wei T'o 
Associates, 5830 - 56th Avenue, N.E., Seattle, 
Wash. 98105, and is called Wei T'o Non- 
aqueous deacidification solution and spray. 
It has been used on an extremely rare first 
printed copy of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, worth many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

The solution is somewhat expensive ($6.00 
for 11 ounces) and probably will be most 
used by libraries and similar institutions, 
as the concern is mainly archival (the sur- 
vival of materials for centuries) . 

As long as we are on the subject of pre- 
servation, let us mention that collectors 
should never use cellophane tape to repair 
printed matter. There has been a move re- 
cently to use the Scotch "Magic-Tape" of the 
3M Company, but tests have shown that this 
tape does yellow after five years and is thus 
not suitable for long-term use. We will try 
to locate a suitable tape for collectors' use . 
In the meantime, there is a wide range of 
plastic folders and acid-free envelopes a- 
vailable from Cohasco, Inc., 321 Broadway, 
New York, N.Y. 10007. Send them a stamp 
for further details on sizes and prices. 



EDISON CYLINDER "SPECS" 

Through the kindness of Ray Wile and the 
Edison National Historic Site, we have an 
interesting chart on Edison cylinders from 
1877 to 1899. Some varieties, not familiar 
to many collectors, appear here. For example, 
Edison made an adapter for his phonographs 
in 1890 to take a miniature mailing cylinder. 
Who has seen one? And Edison made his "doll 
cylinders" as early as September 19, 1888 
for a hand- cranked mechanism. It was in 1895 
that Edison experimented with 400 grooves- 
per-inch cylinders, at a speed of 200 rpm. 
These played for 8 minutes. It was not until 
1926 that Edison actually marketed his long- 
play Diamond Disc records, with 450 grooves 
to the inch. These were not commercially 
successful. But well before the "gold-mould- 
ed" period, there was an astonishing amount 
of experimentation. A major goal was high 
surface speed for increased fidelity, one 
trend that would later be reversed'.

Luckily, Bill Endlein of West 
Orange, N.J., has located an original program from the World Premiere of the MGM picture 
Edison , the Man 3 and we illustrate it above. Mickey Rooney had made an earlier film, 
entitled Young Tom Edison , and both actors bear some resemblence to Edison. Well, use 
your imagination! 

Edison , the Man opened on May 16, 1940 and showed the inventor during his most creative 
period - the phonograph, the incandescent light bulb, and a cheap electrical power 
system.
